The Impact of ROD Grants Throughout the State

The ROD grant program impacts students around the state by providing at least 40 percent of eligible costs for
projects addressing health and safety issues, student overcrowding and other critical needs.

Since the start of the Christie Administration in January 2010, the SDA has executed nearly 2,240 grants
providing more than $740 million to 392 local school districts and leveraging projects estimated to total $1.7
billion.
